Rabbi Goldman Proposes Rules 
For Change Now Of Jewish Ritual 


National Jewish Post 


CHICAGO—Something in the nature of a minor earthquake in 
Jewish circles was set off by a sermon of Rabbi Solomon Goldman 
at his Anshe Emet synagogue here in which he said that now is 
the time to make necessary changes in Jewish religious practices. 

Rabbi-Goldman suggested two changes in his Yom Kippur ser- 


mon, the text of which was 
printed in the current issue of 
the Synagogue Bulletin. 

He proposed acceptance of 
riding to services on the Sab- 
bath and the elimination of the 
second day of the Holy Days. 
Rabbi Goldman said he has al- 

ready received letters from no 
Jess than 65 cities on this par- 
ticular sermon, though no effort 
was made in any way to dissem- 
inate it. 

The Negative Rules 

The noted Conservative leader 
proposed six rules by which “a 
restriction shall be regarded as 
not binding upon us” and 12 
rules to cover “customs and cere- 
monies as binding upon us.” 

The six negative rules were: 

1. If its going counter to the 
refinement of the age is palpably 
obvious. 

2. If it would work great hard- 
ship on those living in our in- 
dustrialized, electrified, mechan- 
ized big cities that sprawl over 
Jarge areas of land. 

3. If the manner of its observ- 
ance is unaesthetic and lends 
itself to ridicule. 

4. If its observance is void of 
all meaning or symbolic value. 

5. If it has been universally 
disregarded by those who are and 
strive to be an integral part of 
the vortex of modern life. 

6. If it has been deduced from 
another restriction, in the institut- 
ing of which, none of the circum- 
stances in which the restriction 
under consideration is expected to 
be operative, could have been 
conceived as ever coming 
existence. 

The Positive Rules 

The 12 rules covering practices 
which Rabbi Goldman listed on 
the positive side covered these: 

1. If they are rich in histori- 
eal associations. 

2. If they accentuate our peo- 
ple’s struggle for freedom. 

3. If they are safeguards 
against superstition, idolatrous 
practices, and the misrepresenta- 
tion of monotheism. 

4. If they go to induce or are 
symbolic of loftly aspirations and 
high ideals. 

5. If they are 
ennobling. 

6. If they ease. the torment of 
the mind. 

7. If they assuage grief. 

8. If they bring bodily relaxa- 
tion. 

9. If they are aesthetically

10. If they are deeply embedded 
in the consciousness of large 
numbers of our people. 

11. If their preservative or sur- 
vival value is apparent. 

12. If they constitute linkages 
to Jewish communities the world 
over. 

Rabbi Goldman indicated that 
the 18 propositions had been 
worked out “with the cooperation 
of a number of intelligent, studi- 
ous-minded, patient and _ cour- 
ageous men and women to throw 
a few planks over the chasm that 
divides the ceremonial practices 
of those of us who move within 
the orbit of Anshe Emet from

The Conservative leader made 
it plain that he expected opposi- 
tion to his proposals. 

He added that he and his co- 
workers were nevertheless deter- 
mined “to toil patiently and un- 
swervingly till we may ‘call the

meaningful in our lives.” 

He plans to treat the matter in 
subsequent issues of the syna- 
gogue bulletin, and then to sug- 
gest other changes.

ZOA Commission Will Be Named 
To Work For U.S. Ruling Body

NEW YORK—A national commission on community organization will be named shortly by the 
Zionist Organization of America to begin the task of aiding in the development of a supreme, aus 
thoritative Jewish central organization proposed by President Daniel Frisch to supervise the activities 
of all Jewish groups in the United States, is was disclosed this week. 

Frisch proposed his program in a brochure entitled “Democratization of the American Jewish 


Community.” 

The program calls for an “over- 
all, supreme, authoritative body, 
comprised of democratically-elec- 
ted representatives of Jewish 
Community Councils” throughout 
the United States. 

The proposal was submitted as 
an outgrowth of a Program for 
Action presented earlier this fall 
by the ZOA president and adop- 
ted at the last meeting of the 
ZOA administration council. 

Councils Are Center 

The plan called for a conven- 
tion of Jewish Commuity Councils 
to lay the foundation for an all- 
American Jewish representative 
body which “because it will repre- 
sent all the Jewish Community 
Councils throughout the country, 
will be truly authoritative and, 
having received its mandate from 
duly-constituted and democrati- 
cally organized bodies, will be 
truly democratic.” 

Frisch said that in such a set- 
up, “the Jewish national organ- 
izations will, it is hoped, learn 
to take their place as the ac- 
credited agencies of the whole 
Jewish community of America in- 
stead of, as some of them have 
come to regard themselves, as 
independent bodies with vested 
interests in or a monopoly on 
services of paramount import- 
ance to American Jewry.” 

The emphasis on Jewish Com- 
munity Councils stemmed from 
Frisch’s belief that they had suc- 
ceeded “in a large’ measure where 
the great central bodies have 
failed” because the JCC’s “grew 
out of the grass roots of Am- 
erican Jewish community life.” 

Renewing his charge that the 
local federations and _ welfare 
funds in many cases were not 
democratically operated, in their 
collection and disbursements of 
communal funds, Frisch proposed 
that the local federations should 
be integrated “within the frame- 
work of the democratic com- 
munity in order to bring about 
community responsibility for 
Jewish needs coupled with a com- 
munity-wide unified system of 
fund-raising.” 

Denies Seizure Aim 

In an interview, Frisch denied 
emphatically that the ZOA had 
any intention of seeking to seize 
control of the local funds. 

Emphasizing that the pro- 
gram was not a rush affair, 
Frisch said that the goal of

A tour of a substantial number of those offices re- 
vealed an atmosphere of preparation for deep con- 
traction of operations.

The picture was described by a top official in the 
Zionist movement as one of a “decelerating econ- 
omy” in national Jewish organizational life. 

The American Jewish Committee is planning a 
budget slash for 1950 of $300,000 below that of this 
year. The Joint Distribution Committee, one of the 
three constituent agencies of the United Jewish Ap- 
Peal, has cut its U. S. field staff deeply. 

The American Jewish Congress, which, in the 


words of one of its top officials, put itself “through 
the wringer,” some time ago, is having troubles with 
the CIO union representing its staff workers. 


the ZOA was to throw its stren- 
gth, as far as each ZOA district 
could do so, behind all efforts 
to bring greater representation 
of all Jewish viewpoints on the 
local federations and welfare 
funds. 

More specific approaches to the 
program were explained by Dr. 
Samuel Margoshes, a member 
of the ZOA’s’ administrative 
council and chairman of the ZOA 
committee on public information. 

Want Strong JCC’s 

“What we want to see, as a 
starter, is a Jewish community 
council in every fair-sized Jew- 
ish community,” he said. “On all 
community council’s every Jew- 
ish organization in the commun- 
ity should be properly repre- 
sented.” 

Margoshes said that wherever a 
Jewish Community council does 
not exist, it is an aim of the pro- 
gram to help organize one. Wher- 
ever the task of the local JCC is 
limited to a_ specific function, 
such as public relations, the pro- 
gram will seek to make it a 
truly representative and over-all 
body in the local Jewish com. 
munity, he said. 

He agreed that many ZOA dis- 
tricts, still struggling with the 
impact on their structures of the 
re-orientation following emer- 
gence of Israel, were not ready 
for engaging in such a huge task. 

“Part of our program calls for 
educating such districts so they 
can help in the program,” Mar. 
goshes said. 

Not One-Man Show 

“Tt should be emphasized that 
the ZOA does not see itself as 
in any way proposing to run a 
one-organization show,” he said. 
“Our program is to serve as an 
effector in helping to bring such 
an overall organization into be- 
ing. We will work with all groups 
who agree on this need but it 
would be ridiculous to argue that 


we are trying to take control 
of the American Jewish com- 


munity.” 
He said that response of local 
ZOA leaders to the program had 


been “excellent” and that the 
ZOA national leadership can 


count on willing workers at the 
local level to aid in getting the 
program underway. 

In his statement, Frisch stres- 
sed that the ZOA would “welcome 
the opportunity of cooperation 


with all elements in the American 
Jewish community within the 
over-all American Jewish body, 
and to report to them directly 
or indirectly on its own activities, 
progress and problems.” 

Far from seeking to dominate 
American Jewish life, Frisch 
made it plain‘that the ZOA was 
concerned with making certain 
that it would not yield any of its 
claims or its endeavors “to alter 
or to revolutionize American Jews 
ish life in accordance with its own 
cultural renaissance in the Uni- 
ideas and concepts of a Jewish 
ted States and throughout the 
world.” 





Congress Workers 
Approve Strike Plan

NEW YORK—The CIO union 
representing employes of the Am- 
erican Jewish Congress have 
voted- a strike in their dispute 
with the civic defense organiza- 
tion, a union spokesman said 
this week. 

The unon, claiming to represent 
80 clerical and professional work- 
ers, called a work stoppage—the 
second in recent weeks—on Nove 
3 and held a meeting at the office 
of the union, the Social Service 
Employes Union of the United 
Office and Professional Workers 
of America. 

The union said the main issue 
was the insistence of the mana- 
gement of their right to fire pro- 
fessional workers at will, with 
or without cause. 

No date was set for the strike. 


Polish Jews Rush

LONDON-—-Polish Jews are leaw 
ing for Israel in such haste that 
the Israeli Consulate at Warsaw 
has been forced to set up & spe 
cial building to handle the rush, 
it was reported this week. 

The Warsaw correspondent of 
the Jewish CHRONICLE of Lon. 
don reported that Polish Jews 
were leaving .for Israel at the 
rate of 200 a week. Their depar- 
ture is taking place under a pro- 
gram of the Communist-control- 
led Government, permitting free 
immigration for a year of all 
willing to permanently renounce 
their Polish citizenship.

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KOESTLER, IN HIS NEW BOOK, 
REMAINS AN IGNORANT QUACK

COUNTED three places in Arthur Koestler’s latest book (Prom- 
I ise and Fulfilment) which show some warmth of feeling towards 
Israel and its people. Here they are: 

“In 1926, when for the first time I travelled from Haifa to Tel 
Aviv ...I walked a leisurely rate ... slept and was fed in Jewish 
settlements free of charge... Such tramping ex- 
periences of one’s youth leave one with a partly 
nostalgic, partly proprietary feeling towards the 
landscape or country...” (page 198. 

“After an absence of four years I saw my be- 
loved Jerusalem again.” (page 241). 

“The endearing madhouse atmosphere of 
Aviv has got us already.” (page 255). 

Otherwise the book is strictly objective——both 
sides of the question, you know, presented in 
strictly scientific terms. But, whatever the termin- 
ology, the essence of it is quackery. And, I am

afraid, each side to the question is grossly misrepresented. 

“This book, then is to be regarded as a subjective pursuit of 
the objective truth.” (viii). Sounds good. 





There is only one—just one, not more than one—solitary pass- 
age in the whole book in which the author admits there is a sub- 
ject on which he is not an expert. 

“Of Hebrew poetry I do not feel qualified to express an opin- 
ion” (page 313). 

Apart from Hebrew poetry, Koestler is omniscient and pontifi- 
cates on every subject within range—British policy, Jewish religion, 
the Hebrew language, the Jewish civilization of Eastern Europe— 
including Hebrew poetry.

A PAGE AND A HALF BEFORE Koestler’s admission that he 
is not qualified to express an opinion on Hebrew poetry, he does 
exactly that: 

“Probably the last literary works of any merit written in the 
ancient language are the poems of Juda Halevy” (page 312). 

Halevy died over 800 years ago. Since then there have been 
many people writing Hebrew poetry, including Emanuel of Rome, 
who introduced the sonnet into Hebrew before that form became 
known in English, Moses Hayim Luzzato, the great mystic drama- 
tist; Bialik and Chernikhovsky—to mention only some of the most 
outstanding names. 

Incidentally, Arthur Koestler performed the singular trick 
of living in Palestine in 1926 without hearing of Bialik, who 
was at that time the central personality in the country. Writing 
about Jabotinsky, Koestler says: “He .. . translated Hebrew 
poetry into Russian” (page 302). 

Jabotinsky did not just translate “Hebrew poetry into Russian.” 
He translated Bialik, first “The City of Slaughter’ and then the 
rest of his poems. But the name of Bialik, like many other things 
in Israel, which any good non-Jewish reporter with sound instincts 
and common sense could pick up, evidently failed to register with 
Koestler... 

On the same page 312 where Koestler pontificates on “Juda” 
Halevy, we find another remarkable piece of erudition: 

“The Jewish scholars of the eleventh and twelfth centuries— 
Moses ben Maimon, Ibn Ezra, Ibn Gabirol—-wrote in Arabic, as 

‘their descendants wrote in German, English and French ... as 
Hebrew had become totally unsuitable for the treatment of abstract 
subjects and for a precise expression of thought.” 

In fact, the greatest masters of lucid and precise Hebrew prose 
in the early Middle Ages were Abraham Ibn Ezra and Moses Mai- 
monides.

WHILE KOESTLER DOES NOT FEEL QUALIFIED to express 
an opinion on Hebrew poetry, he is apparently an expert on Hebrew 
prose, Hebrew style, Hebrew grammar: 

“The modern Hebrew writer's predicament may be compared 
to the imaginary case of a contemporary English author condemned 
to express himself in the language of Beowulf,” and so on and so on. 

“The attempted renaissance of Hebrew culture labors under a 
two-fold difficulty: the archaic texture of the language and its rab- 
binical aura.” There are three pages of such wild exaggerations and 
falsehoods. 

Just how much Hebrew does this authority know? 

“I have spent on and off four years in Palestine and speak 
Hebrew fairly fluently, but am still incapable of reading a news- 
paper, to say nothing of books” .. . (page 314).

But 
they are no more judges of French style and the relation between 
French Canadian literature and that of France, than Koestler is of 
Hebrew language and literature. Like Koestler in Hebrew, the Eng- 
lish-speaking housewife in Montreal is “still incapable of reading 
a newspaper, to say nothing of books,” in French. 

Koestler blames his incapacity on the Hebrew alphabet which 
has no vowels and recommends its latinization. The Montreal 
housewife finds the reading of French difficult because, although 
written in the same alphabet as English, it does not read quite the 
Same way, and half of the letters are pronounced differently from 
English with sometimes a whole batch of letters silent. And, be- 
sides, the Montreal housewife is not so terribly interested in French, 
which is probably true of Koestler and Hebrew. 

But Montreal housewives don’t write with authority on 
French- Canadian history and civilization and on French-Cana- 
dian language and literature. Whatever uninformed nonsense 
‘they sometimes utter on these subjects stays at the bridge 
table—and that is where Koestler’s words of wisdom belong. 

This hi-falutin nonsense about the Hebrew language in Koes- 
tler appeared in the HERALD-TRIBUNE and the MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN nearly a year ago. A letter signed by Prof. Hillel 
Davli and Prof Simon Halkin told a more authentic story. But 
Koestler did not bother to make any corrections and printed that 
balderdash in his book. 

There is, to be sure, a parfial truth in Koestler’s statements 
about Hebrew. It is a partial truth which is easier for the unin- 
formed to accept. It is myth. And Koestler, despite his pretended 
“subjective pursuit of the objective truth” operates largely in popu- 
lar myths and prejudices. 7 

We shall take up the real story of Hebrew in our next column.

2 FILMS ON CONCENTRATION CAMPS 
DIFFER IN MEANINGS FOR JEWS

we war films can have thousands of plots without doing 
more than scratch the surface, the concentration camp ex. 

perience as film material is considerably more circumscribed. The 

two films on the subject cannot be reviewed but in comparison with

As admirable as this may sound on the surface, and as true ag 
this undoubtedly was in a number of instances, such a depiction 
is a tremendous falsification of the inhumanity and arbitrariness 
of the concentration camps. 


True, the beatings and burnings are shown in aij their authen 
ticity, but in this new perspective they become no more horrible 
than an exploding shell on a battlefield, which is, after all, but q 
perfectly reasonable phenomenom of a game, at which two cag 
play. 

In spite of its cutting of ideological corners, “The Last Stop” 
an unexaggerated and intelligent portrayal of women under stresg 
and of the sex-ridden nazi females administering the camps.

HERZL AND WEIZMANN SHARED 
DEEP BONDS TO THEIR MOTHERS

WO of the most illustrious figures in modern Zionism—Theo- 
a gore Herz] and Chaim Weizmann—have let us glimpse their 
mothers through their own eyes and we get a strikingly similar im- 
pression of both as loving, devoted parents, of a deep bond between 
gon and parent, of happiness on the part of the 
son that he has brought some naches to his mother. 

This similarity is apparent in spite of the very 
different types of home life and environment in 
which the two men lived. 

Herzl, an only son, was usually close to his 
mother’s Side, especially after the death of his fa- 
ther and only sister. Weizmann, third of 12 chil- 
dren, left home early to attend school, but even 
before that his mother had little time or strength } 
for individual attention to members of her large 
and growing family.

buy a new cradle—and proudly presented it to mother for her 
‘next.’ When her children were older they were away, most of them, 
at the university, but during vacation, when they all returned home 
with their varying opinions, the house resounded with their argu- 
ments; there were Zionists, assimilationists, socialists, anarchists.” 

“Amid this riot and clash of views,” writes Weizmann, “mother

won't have the strength to shout.’”’ 


Joseph Fraenzel, writing on “Theodor Herzl’s Parents” in the 
Jewish CHRONICLE of London, describes the mother-son relation- 


ship thus: “Herzl always strove to give his mother pleasure. Daily 
at an appointed hour, he would visit her, tell her stories and try to 
eheer her . . . Once Herzl was having dinner with his mother. ‘Do 
you know why I am having dinner with you, mother?’ he asked 
teasingly. ‘It is because you have to cook well for me and so you 
yourself will eat too.’” 

In one of his letters to his mother, Herz) tells of praise he re- 
ceived from Max Nordau, not because he felt he deserved it, but 
to “warm your heart.”

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Does The Council Back Miss Thompson’s Charges 


OROTHY Thompson's complaint before 
the American Council of Judaism that 
abuse had been heaped upon her for her com- 
ments on Zionism is no doubt sincere. Miss 
Thompson places herself in the position of one 
persecuted for her willingness to espouse an un- 
popular cause—in other words she is a martyr 
to free speech. 

But while making this defense, Miss Thomp- 
son proceeds to deliver a speech, which because 
of its complete misunderstanding of the posi- 
tion of the Jewish group in the United States, 
is nothing less than dangerous. 

Miss Thompson stated categorically that she 
has read in numerous Jewish publications that 
Jewish children pledge allegiance to a foreign 
flag—in this instance Israel. It isn’t difficult to 
see where this serious charge emanates, in view 
of the fact that she was speaking to an Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism group, but that doesn’t 
alter Miss Thompson’s responsibility to get and 
verify the facts. There isn’t a Jewish child any- 
where that pledges allegiance to the flag of Is- 
rael. There is no such pledge. 

But in other areas, too, Miss Thompson re- 
veals the depth of her misunderstanding. She 
doesn’t know that Jewish community councils 
are the best expression of democracy. They are 
like street councils, made up of people living on 


one block or in one neighborhood with the prob 
lems common to that neighborhood. The Jewish 
community council or federation has no powers 
to enforce its decision save public opinion, and 
certainly such bodies are not the secret diaboli- 
cal instruments Miss Thompson makes them 
out. As for Jewish philanthropy and Jewish 
conciliation courts, here Miss ‘Thompson’s 
strictures are as unwarranted as they are mis- 
leading and ridiculous. 

It isn’t difficult to see the basis for Miss 
Thompson’s_ objections. She obviously is 
wedded to the idea of the melting pot, a theory 
not uncommonly held, and she is unwilling de- 
spite all her espousal of democratic causes, to 
understand and tolerate differences. She takes 
the easy path—you must be like me. If you are 
different, if I can’t understand you, then what 
you are doing must be nefarious. 

Now it is really.a coincidence, and this is not 
said in any ironical or sarcastic vein, that the 
thinking of the American Council for Judaism 
would lead inevitably to opposition to the same 
things that Miss Thompson in her ignorance, 
opposes. That is, if the Council had the courage 
to really state its position, as Miss Thompson 
does. It would be interesting to hear the Coun- 
cil state its position on Jewish community 
councils, and: of course Jewish fund-raising. 


The Significance of Mr. Frisch’s Act 


, gw really unfortunate thing about the ab- 
ject submission of Mr. Frisch to the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee, and the true signifi- 
cance of what took place, lies in the following: 

For years now, Zionist leadership has been 
setting the pattern for the American Jewish 
community, not alone in fields of action, but 
also ideologically too. When the Zionist Or- 
ganization of America came out for the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish state—-the Biltmore pro- 
gram—it was making a historic and even pro- 
phetic decision. At the time, the American 
Jewish Committee withdrew from the American 
Jewish Conference because the Conference 
affirmed the Biltmore program. 

But today, a few short years later, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, like other groups who 
have been opposing Zionist doctrine and Zion- 
ist affirmations, accepts as does the American 
Jewish community as a whole, most of Zionist 
thinking. 


In this respect then, the Zionists led the 
American Jewish community, often as in the 
case of the Committee unwillingly. 


So that when ZOA President Daniel Frisch 
changes his viewpoints, and tampers with an in- 
trinsic Zionist concept, that of the obligation 
of Jews everywhere to make their contribution 
by lending their skills to the building of the 
land, he is changing the entire course of Amer- 
ican Jewish history,although hej doesn’t quite 
realize it. 

This is not said in any criticism of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee. It sought, and was 
within its rights in seeking, to curtail Zionist 
activity and utterances before, but only now has 
it been successful. 

So the reins of learedship have been yielded 
to an alert American Jewish Committee. The 
U. S. Zionists may never regain the reins, but 
most certainly not without a struggle. 


Dishonesty of ‘“‘Canned Editorials” 


EVERAL Anglo-Jewish papers published a 

“canned editorial” last week in which the 
annual drive of the Hebrew Union College-Jew- 
ish Institute of Religion was described as a 
“return to normalcy” since it indicated opposi- 
tion to the United Jewish Appeal’s plea to post- 
pone all drives while the situation abroad is so 
desperate. 

Like almost all canned editorials, which are 
less than a subtle admission on the part of the 
editor either of lack of ideas or laziness, or 
both, this one leads the paper into error. 

The HUC-JIR drive has been an annual drive 
for years now.

Jews show unbelievable confusion in under- 
standing the significance of their Jewish obli- 
gations in such vital matters as marriage, says 
Rabbi Harry Halperin, spiritual leader of the 
East Miwood Jewish Center, New York— 
This is a tale about two weddings with a com- 
mon theme viz, the muddled thinking of Jews 
on the subject of religion. 


Of the first wedding I know by report and 
not from personal experience. The guests going 
into the hall to witness the ceremony were 
given cloth skull-caps with the names of the 
bride and groom stamped in gold on the in- 
side. This was the respect which the families 
paid to Jewish tradition. But the meal which 
followed the wedding ceremony was in viola- 
tion of Jewish dietary laws. A number of the 
guests concluded that the dinner was kosher 
since the host had been sufficiently concern- 
ed about Jewish tradition to supply skull-caps. 


The other wedding was one in which I was 
asked to participate but which I politely de- 
clined. The man who called me was the fa- 
ther of the greom, and the wedding was sch- 
eduled to take piace the next day. Why such 
short notice? The explanation was simple. 
“We had a rabbi but when he discovered that 
the bride wasn’t Jewish he refused to offici- 
ate.” I explained that I wouldn’t do it either. 
The man was perplexed. “I can’t understand,” 
he said. “If the couple is willing why should 
you object?” I explained very carefully that 
as a rabbi I marry only Jews. I pointed out 
that if the young woman were converted to 
Judaism, a rabbi would marry the couple. The 
man protested. “You mean you'd force her 
to become Jewish?” I corrected him by indi- 


$1,875,000—is about what ‘last year’s goal was, 
and the money is used not for building or en- 
dowment, but for actual operating expenses.

They 
are dishonest, too, because almost invariably 
they are printed under the masthead showing 
the local editor’s name as if they were written 
by him.

cating that a conversion must be voluntary 
but that the Jewishness of bride and groom 
were prerequisites to a Jewish ceremony. It 
was at this point that this Jewish father de- 
livered himself of an eloquent brief speech. 
“We talk of tolerance,” he said, “and here we 
are so intolerant and narrow-minded.” I ask- 
ed him why, under the circumstances, he didn’t 
have a civil marriage. “No,” he said, “we are 
Jews and we want a religious ceremony.” He 
accomplished nothing and was sorely disap- 
pointed at my refusal. 

What’s the moral of all this? I am amazed at 
the befuddled thinking of some Jews on the 
subject of Judaism and what it implies 

If a marriage in the Jewish faith means any- 
thing, it should mean a consciousness on the 
part of those involved, that the alliance is not 
one which concerns only two people. It means, 
or should mean, the establishment of a Jew- 
ish home and the resolve to make of that home 
a bulwark of strength for the Jewish people. 
It means a resolve to train children to continue 
Jewish traditions. It means that in the progres- 
sive secularization which modern living forces 
upon us, marriage is one of the areas where 
a Jewish religious attitude must remain domi- 
nant. 

If marriage by a rabbi doesn’t mean these 
things, then our. young people might just as 
well get married by a judge or a clerk in the 
marriage license bureau. The rabbi must not 
be regarded as a magician who by the recita- 
tion.of an esoteric, cryptic formula, puts a 
seal of “Kosher” up on things which are the 
antithesis of Judaism. 

Trefah food doesn’t go well with a’ yar- 
mulke, nor do Christians mix with a Chuppan. 





The Editor's Chair 

SEVERAL YEARS back The 
Post used to print letters from 
readers praising the paper. Now 
although we receive many more 
such letters, we almost never 
print them, and look back at 
the time we used to print them 
regularly as a stage in our 
growth to maturity. 

At that time we were pleased 
to find that we were filling a need 
in Jewish journalism, and at the 
same time were a little afraid 
that other readers might have to 
be persuaded that The Post was 
a good newpaper.

He said the group administers 
the public slaughterhouses, hiring 
and paying ritual slaughterers 
for that purpose, supervises the 
ritual bathhouse and the pur- 
chase and distribution of Pass- 
over milk. 

Greerson emphasized that the 
problems of Kashrut insepec- 
tion are under supervision of 
the rabbis. 

The Orthodox Council presi- 
dent, who said all its members 
work without pay, did not men- 
tion the Syracuse CHRONICLE 
by name. The weekly has char- 
ged that many phases of Ortho- 
doxy have been neglected in Syra- 
cuse. 
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German Town Reverses, 
Names Jewish Doctor 


OFFENBACH, Germany—The 
Offenbach City Council last week 
named as a city physician a Jew- 
ish doctor whose earlier appoint- 
ment had been blocked in a case 
leading to charges of anti-Semi- 
tism. 

Dr. Herbert Lewin was named 
chief of the Women’s Clinic last 
September, but the appointment 
subsequently was cancelled. Ger- 
man newspapers charged that an- 
ti‘Semitism was the motive and 
the U.S. Military Government or- 
dered an investigation. 

The city council thereupon sus- 
pended Offenbach’s deputy may- 
or, holding him responsible for 
the incident. The deputy mayor 
had been quoted that he felt Dr. 
Lewin “might resent treating 
non-Jewish Germans” because 
Jews had been “mistreated” by 
the Nazis.

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20,000 BRITISH JEWS UNWED

The toll among Jews was also 
a high one, discloses S. I. Dorf- 
son, in a letter from London to 
the JOURNAL. During the war 
and shortly afterwards, 1465 Jew- 
ish girls of England married 
American GIs; about 800 of them, 
more than half the number, are 
now divorced. 


Most of these girls are now 
back in England, and are added to 
the enormous “spinster problem” 
which is worrying Jewish commu- 
nal leaders. Evidence of the prob- 
lem is found, Dorfson writes, in 
the frequent heart-rending letters 
appearing in the London Jewish 
“Chronicle.” 


Just recently, a Jewish gir] in 
one of the “provinces” wrote a 
letter to the editor, pleading for 
the establishment of a communi- 
ty machmaking agency. Some 20,- 
000 of England’s 400,000 Jews, es- 
timates Dorfson, are unmarrieds, 
with little prospect of ever being 
wed. And in England, intermar- 
riage is not nearly as prevalent 
as it is in the United States.

Stephen Wise’s Father 

Had Doubts About Son

Orthodox Forces in Israel 
Are Sptit Wide Open 

The Orthodox forces in Israel 
seem often to be split wide open. 
Between the Orthodox Mizrachi 
and the Orthodox Agudas Israel 
bad blood often shows. 


But, according to H. Brandste- 
ter, in a cable from Paris to the 
JOURNAL, even the Agudah it- 
self is not united. On the one side 
are the extremists who refuse to 
cooperate with a “freethinking 
government. On the other are 
the moderates, like Rabbi Isaac 
Meir Levin, an Agudist who 
serves aS Minister of Welfare in 
the cabinet. 

Last week, an international 
conference of the Agudah in Pa-

Report Abdullah 


Offers Peace Terms 
JERUSALEM—(WNS) King 
Abdullah of Transjordan has sub- 
mitted the terms under which 
he would enter into a permanent 
peace pact with Israel, accord- 
ing to informed sources here. 
Abdullah’s terms, according to 
the information, was submitted 
at an unofficial meeting between 
high Transjordanian and Israeli 
officials. One of the demands is 
said to be Israel’s, recognition of 
Abdullah’s rule over the Old City 
of Jerusalem with the under- 
standing that Jews would have 
free access to the Wailing Wall. 
In consideration of Transjordan’s 
retention of the Sheikh Jarrach 
quarters, the Israeli would be 


granted civilian administration

Abdullah was also reported to 
be willing to turn over the Jeru- 
salem-Latrun road as well as the 
pumping station at Latrun if he 
were permitted to hold on to 
Lyddah and Ramleh, now in 
Jewish hands. Although there 
has been no official notice or 
comment on this report, there 
have been indications that the 
Israeli Government is disinclined 
toward such a settlement.
